FOR  a number  of  years  the  Student  Volun- 
teer Movement  combined  with  the  other 
Student  Christian  Movements  of  North 
America  in  publishing  the  North  American 
Student  as  their  official  magazine.  This  arrange- 
ment continued  until  the  North  American 
Student  ceased  publication.  Since  that  time  the 
Student  Volunteer  Movement  has  not  had  a 
regular  periodical  of  its  own. 

For  several  years  the  Movement  has  issued  a 
Bulletin  each  January,  mainly  to  present  a 
summary  of  the  calls  for  workers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Societies. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  decided  to 
publish  the  Bulletin  four  times  a year,  making 
it  the  official  magazine  of  the  Movement.

THE  STUDENTS’  OPPORTUNITY  IN  WORLD 
RECONSTRUCTION 

ROBERT  P.  WILDER,  GENERAL  SECRETARY  OF  THE  STUDENT  VOLUNTEER 
MOVEMENT  FOR  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 


The  word  opportunity  is  derived 
from  two  Latin  words  meaning  “ at 
the  gate.”  Belgium,  Servia  and 
Armenia  were  at  our  gate  when  in 
1917  we  went  to  their  relief.  They 
and  their  allies  thought  we  of  the 
United  States  were  slow  to  respond 
to  their  need,  but  when  we  responded 
it  was  without  reserve.  Two  million 
American  men  crossed  the  seas,  two 
million  more  were  preparing  to  go 
while  American  women  did  their  part 
in  sacrifice  and  service.  Canada’s 
contribution  was  much  greater  pro- 
portionately. 

The  war  is  over,  as  far  as  the  actual 
fighting  is  concerned;  but  it  is  fol- 
lowed by  the  perils  of  unsettled  peace 
and  unsatisfied  ambitions.  The  prob- 
lems of  labor  unrest  at  home  and 
abroad  are  at  our  gates.  How  are 
we  to  meet  them?  Statesmen  and 
financiers,  as  well  as  church  leaders, 
appreciate  the  seriousness  of  the  sit- 
uation. Roger  W.  Babson  voices  the 
thoughts  of  many  men  of  business 
when  he  says : 

The  need  of  the  hour  is  not  more  legis- 
lation. The  need  of  the  hour  is  more  re- 
ligion. . . . It  is  one  thing  to  talk  about 
plans  and  policies;  but  a plan  and  policy 
without  a religious  motive  is  like  a watch 
without  a spring,  or  a body  without  the 
breath  of  life.  The  trouble  today  is  that 
we  are  trying  to  hatch  chickens  from  ster- 
ile eggs.  . . . The  solving  of  the  labor 
situation  is  wholly  a question  of  religion. 
The  wage  worker  will  never  be  satisfied 
with  higher  wages  and  shorter  hours,  any 
more  than  you  and  I are  satisfied  with 
more  profits  and  a bigger  house.  Things 
never  did  satisfy  anyone  and  never  will. 
Satisfaction  and  contentment  are  matters 
of  religion.  Communities  and  industries 
where  right  motives  are  paramount  have 
no  serious  labor  problems. 

Similarly  an  Englishman  in  “-The 
Proclamation  ” has  well  said : 


Today  there  is  only  one  way  out  of  all 
our  distress — it  is  to  turn  back  to  Jesus,  to 
learn  again  His  message  and  to  let  God 
rule.  There  is  no  other  hope. 

What  is  true  of  America  and 
England  is  true  of  all  other  lands. 
Count  Okuma  of  Japan  well  said : 

No  practical  solution  of  many  pressing 
problems  is  in  sight  apart  from  Chris- 
tianity. 

It  is  only  where  Christ  is  known, 
loved  and  obeyed  that  settled  peace  is 
possible  between  classes,  communities 
and  nations.  In  the  words  of  Dr. 
Marcus  Dods : 

To  understand  aright  the  relation  of  the 
earth  to  the  moon  we  must  first  understand 
the  relation  of  both  the  earth  and  the  moon 
to  the  sun. 

Men  will  never  be  merciful  and  just 
to  their  fellow  men  unless  they  first 
understand  and  recognize  their  obli- 
gation to  God. 

In  this  Bulletin  are  presented  the 
calls  of  the  various  churches  in  Can- 
ada and  the  United  States  for  quali- 
fied men  and  women  to  assist  in  the 
work  of  world  reconstruction.  The 
reason  for  giving  in  this  article  promi- 
nence to  the  opportunities  for  Chris- 
tian service  in  foreign  lands  is  not  be- 
cause it  is  thought  that  such  service 
requires  a higher  type  of  heroism 
than  Christian  service  at  home  re- 
quires. There  are  some  places  in  the 
midst  of  the  congested  population  of 
North  American  cities  and  out  on  our 
Western  frontiers  where  more  sacri- 
fice may  be  demanded  of  the  laborer 
than  on  some  foreign  mission  fields. 

Neither  are  the  needs  of  the  non- 
Christian  world  emphasized  in  this 
Bulletin  because  those  who  labor  there 
are  supposed  to  have  attained  to  a 
higher  state  of  spirituality  than  those 
who  labor  in  Canada  and  the  United 
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States.  A city  pastor  or  rural  mis- 
sionary on  this  continent  needs  the 
guidance  and  power  of  God’s  spirit 
as  much  as  a foreign  missionary  in 
Asia  or  Africa. 

Again,  the  urgency  of  the  need 
abroad  rests  not  only  upon  the  greater 
numbers  to  be  reached  there.  Of 
course,  the  numerical  argument  is  as 
valid  there  as  in  the  home  lands  where 
proper  consideration  is  given  to  the 
comparative  needs  of  fields  from  the 
point  of  view  of  their  population;  e. 
g.,  a vacant  pulpit  in  an  American 
town  of  1,500  inhabitants,  with  three 
churches  ministering  to  them,  would 
not  ordinarily  appeal  as  strongly  to 
a pastor  as  a vacant  pulpit  in  a city  of 
15,000  inhabitants,  with  only  three 
churches. 

Moreover,  men  and  women  in  our 
colleges  are  urged  to  consider  the  op- 
portunities for  service  abroad  not 
merely  on  the  ground  of  philanthropy. 
To  heal  the  bodies,  enlighten  the 
minds  and  improve  the  environment 
of  the  millions  in  the  non-Christian 
world,  constitute  a great  privilege  as 
well  as  obligation.  Medical,  educa- 
tional and  industrial  work  are  not 
merely  means  to  an  end.  They  are 
in  themselves  worthy  ends.  But  in 
presenting  the  openings  for  medical, 
educational  and  industrial  missionary 
work  abroad,  much  more  is  desired 
than  what  is  usually  meant  by  phil- 
anthropy. 

Again,  students  are  urged  to  seize 
these  opportunities  for  service  abroad 
not  merely  because  by  so  doing  they 
can  assist  the  work  of  social  recon- 
struction on  a world  scale  and  can 
furnish  guarantees  for  a League  of 
Nations  by  improving  international 
relations  and  promoting  world  peace. 

There  are  two  main  reasons  why 
the  opportunities  for  foreign  service 
listed  in  this  Bulletin  should  appeal 
to  Christian  students  and  gain  their 
hearty  response : 

I.  The  spiritual  destitution  of  the 


people  in  the  non-Christian  nations 
who  do  not  have  within  reach  the  rem- 
edy which  Christianity  provides.  I 
lived  in  India  in  a district  contain- 
ing 1,191  towns  and  villages,  of  which 
number  1,169  had  no  resident  Chris- 
tain,  native  or  foreign,  within  them. 
There  are  many  places  in  the  non- 
Christian  world  where  Jesus  is  not 
even  known  and  where  no  messengers 
of  Christ  are  laboring. 

Consider  the  spiritual  needs  of 
students  in  Mohammedan  lands, 
where  the  God  of  Islam  “ spares  the 
sins  the  Arab  loves,”  or  of  students 
far  east  of  Suez,  “ Where,”  as  Kip- 
ling wrote, 

The  best  is  like  the  worst, 

Where  there  ain’t  no  ten  commandments 

And  a man  can  raise  a thirst. 

Have  you  thought  of  the  spiritual 
destitution  of  the  average  Hindu  stu- 
dent in  India?  As  a boy  he  was  a 
polytheist  because  the  women  of  the 
household  worshiped  idols.  When  he 
entered  the  high  school  he  became  a 
pantheist,  following  Ramkrishna’s 
dictum : “ In  the  absolute  there  is  no 
thou,  nor  I,  nor  God;”  hence  there 
is  no  sin  in  the  sense  of  moral  defile- 
ment, for  moral  responsibility  does 
not  exist,  for  none  is  separate  from 
God.  What  ethical  basis  has  such  a 
boy  in  his  fight  for  character?  When 
he  entered  college  he  was  introduced 
to  monotheism.  Shall  he  add  this  to 
his  polytheistic  and  pantheistic  con- 
ceptions, or  are  they  all  wrong?  If 
there  be  one  personal  God  what  is  He 
like?  Is  He  a sultan  like  the  Allah 
of  the  Mohammedans,  or  is  He  a 
father?  These  are  some  of  the  ques- 
tions Indian  students  have  asked  me: 
“ Is  there  any  necessary  creator  and 
is  He  personal  ?”  “ Can  we  not  be 

moral  without  God?”  “ Is  man  a free 
moral  agent  ?”  “ Did  God  make  man, 
or  did  man  make  God?”  “ Should  we 
believe  or  think?”  How  can  he  be- 
lieve in  popular  Hinduism  and  yet 
continue  to  think  along  the  lines  of 
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Western  science?  If  the  Hindu  stu- 
dent meets  an  advocate  of  Chris- 
tianity, the  question  will  arise  in  his 
mind  as  to  whether  Jesus  is  only  a 
great  teacher  like  India’s  great 
teachers,  or  is  He  more;  if  so,  how 
much  more  is  He?  In  the  bazars  he 
finds  European  and  American  infidel 
literature  as  well  as  Indian  anti-Chris- 
tian books  and  pamphlets.  Let  us  re- 
member that  he  lives  in  an  atmos- 
phere where  Christian  ideals  are  not 
prevalent  and  Christian  ethics  are 
not  operative  and  he  has  not  behind 
him  generations  of  Christian  an- 
cestors. 

The  spiritual  darkness  deepens  as 
we  turn  from  the  educated  classes  to 
the  illiterate  masses.  Nine-tenths  of 
the  population  of  India  are  in  villages. 
Most  of  these  are  polytheists  and  poly- 
demonists.  As  a boy  in  India  I knew 
of  Hindus  who  hesitated  to  leave 
their  homes  at  night  because  a well 
near  by  was  regarded  as  the  abode  of 
a demon.  Millions  in  Asia  and  Africa 
are  all  their  lifetime  subject  to  bond- 
age through  fear  of  evil  spirits.  They 
live  in  an  atmosphere  that  is  full  of 
superstition  and  does  not  make  for 
righteousness.  They  know  not  of 
Christ  and  hence  can  not  summon  Him 
to  their  help.  They  have  not  within 
reach  the  fellowship  of  the  Christian 
Church  and  the  stimulus  of  a Chris- 
tian press. 

When  Jesus  came  into  the  world 
to  proclaim  liberty  to  the  captives  of 
sin  and  superstition,  Hinduism,  Con- 
fucianism and  Buddhism  were  not 
only  in  existence,  but  they  were  purer 
than  they  are  at  present.  If  Asia 
needed  Christ  then,  it  needs  Him  even 
more  now. 

II.  The  second  reason  why  the 
opportunities  for  foreign  service 
listed  in  this  Bulletin  should  appeal 
to  Christian  students  is  because 
Christ,  with  His  superhuman  under- 
standing of  the  fundamental  needs  of 
men  laid  on  His  disciples  the  responsi- 


bility to  carry  His  message  of  victory 
over  sin  “ into  all  the  world.”  He  de- 
sires that  men  may  through  Him  have 
life  and  life  abundant.  He  Who  is 
our  Light  longs  to  be  the  Light  of 
the  world.  How  can  He  be  this  light 
while  more  than  half  the  population 
of  the  world  know  nothing  about 
Him?  Is  it  not  true  that  there  are 
millions  living  today  in  non-Christian 
lands  whose  only  hope  of  hearing  of 
Jesus  is  in  hearing  of  Him  through 
the  lips  of  Canadian  and  American 
students  now  living?  Is  not  Paul’s 
question  therefore  a pertinent  one  for 
us  ? “ How  can  they  hear  without  a 
preacher?  And  how  can  they  preach 
except  they  be  sent?”  If  these  mil- 
lions are  not  only  to  hear  but  also 
to  experience  Christ,  must  they  not 
first  see  Him  in  the  lives  of  mission- 
aries who  have  themselves  experi- 
enced Him? 

The  spiritual  qualifications  for  the 
work  of  a foreign  missionary  are 
those  which  should  mark  the  life  of 
any  Christian.  A personal  acquain- 
tance with  Jesus  Christ  and  the  ability 
to  introduce  others  to  Him  are  funda- 
mental essentials.  In  order  to  make 
Him  real  to  others  He  must  be  real 
to  the  missionary  himself.  In  order 
to  exalt  His  cross  the  missionary 
must  have  Christ’s  sacrificial  spirit  in 
his  own  life.  This  will  necessitate 
daily  fellowship  with  Christ  through 
reverent  study  of  the  sacred  Scrip- 
tures and  through  prayer.  Such  fel- 
lowship will  prevent  formalism,  pro- 
fessionalism, indolence,  discourage- 
ment, self-seeking  and  self-satisfac- 
tion. It  will  result  in  a continuous 
sense  of  vocation,  a spirit  of  true 
humility  and  a constant  inflow  of  wis- 
dom and  power  from  the  Source  of 
wisdom  and  power.  It  will  also  mean 
an  appreciation  of  and  love  for  men, 
since  Christ  loved  men.  The  history 
of  missions  shows  that  ordinary  men 
when  linked  up  with  the  great  Christ 
have  done  extraordinarily  successful 
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work.  Who  will  join  the  ranks? 
Who  will  seize  these  opportunities  at 
our  gates? 

In  General  Smuts’  farewell  mes- 
sage on  leaving  England  for  South 
Africa  are  these  striking  words: 

We  are  at  the  beginning  of  a new  cen- 
tury. The  old  world  is  dying  around  us ; 
let  it  also  die  in  us.  Once  more  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  human  race  we  hear  the  great 
creative  Spirit  utter  those  tremendous 
words:  “Behold,  I make  all  things  new.” 


. . . . The  furnace  through  which  we 
have  passed  has  melted  the  hard  crust  of 
our  life,  and  the  old  fixities  and  certainties 
are  fluid  once  more.  Let  us  work  for  a 
better,  happier  world  to  arise  from  this 
fluid  mass. 

Move  to  the  Fore! 

Say  not  another  is  fitter  than  thou. 

Shame  to  thy  shrinking;  up,  face  thy 
task  now. 

Own  thyself  equal  to  all  a soul  may, 

Cease  thy  evading,  God  needs  thee 
today. 

Move  to  the  Fore!

The  present  Peking  University  is  an  interdenominational  and  international  institu- 
tion, incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  built  up  upon  a union  of 
the  former  Peking  University  and  of  the  North  China  College.  Three  denominations 
from  America,  Northern  Methodist,  Northern  Presbyterian  and  Congregational ; one 
from  England,  the  London  Missionary  Society ; and  the  constituency  in  China  are  united 
in  its  support.  The  following  departments  of  the  University  are  being  developed : Col- 
lege of  Arts  and  Sciences,  School  of  Religion,  School  of  Education,  School  of  Journal- 
ism, and  School  of  Forestry  and  Agriculture.  Plans  are  also  under  way  for  affiliation  with 
the  Peking  Women’s  College.
